He was then on the lam in Golumbus, Ohio, running from charges by ^arrison, 
and contrary to what this says, did not give himself up.

He delayed a kexl a ir operation because of his fear and when he finally did have 
that operation, it was in secret in a small-town clinic, with his own detectivds in 
round-the-clock security.
